One of my worst problems 
is keeping my hands smooth 
and my work snag free, 
without adding oils and 
cream residues to the work. | 
have used speciality creams 
sold in a local needlework 
shop to very good effect. But, 
during gardening season, | 
have to use a deep con- 
ditioning cream at night and 
sleep in cotton gloves. Silk is 
very forgiving, and even if 
you snag it while stitching, 
you can stroke it with the 
side of your needle and 
usually restore it to its former 
self! If this fails and you 
still have a snag, grab the 
strand above and below the 
snagged area and give ita 
good, firm tug. This will snap 
it back into place and won't 
harm your floss. 

Typically dry cleaning is 
recommended for cleaning 
pieces stitched with silks if 
necessary. Remember, 
keeping your hands as clean 
as possible and free of 
natural oils will help keep 
your work looking great. 

Go wild with silks; they are 
beautiful and feel wonderful 
in your hands. Add them to 
any design, or complete an 
entire design using these 
glorious fibers!

By comparison, we cross 
stitchers have it easy! We can 
stitch with precision on just 
about any non-evenweave 
fabric like the totes, sweatshirt, 
sweater and stocking cap 
featured in “Halloween 


Mischief” using waste canvas 
as a grid. Waste canvas is a 
meshed fabric and available in 
various sizes from 6'-count to 
16-count. It generally has a blue 
or green thread every five 
holes, which makes counting a 
breeze. Determine the size of 
the design and cut the waste 
canvas 2° farger For more 
stable stitching on stretchy 
material such as a cotton 
T-shirt, knit sweater or 
sweatshirt, interfacing is 
recommended. This keeps the 
cross-stitches uniform and 
anchored. Cut the interfacing 
the same size as the waste 
canvas and place it inside the 
garment, then place the waste 
canvas on the outside and 
baste all three layers of fabric 
together. Always make sure 
waste Canvas is straight on the 
fabric or garment before 
basting. Use the lines on waste 
canvas as an aid for placement 
on grain ot fabric. For basting, 
use the same color thread as 
the item being cross-stitched on 


eC . 


to alleviate visible signs of 
remaining basting fibers once 
the thread has been removed. 
Masking tape is ideal when 
placed on the raw edges of 
waste canvas to prevent floss 
from snagging. The stab-poke 
method of cross-stitching, as 
weil as a sharp needle. is best 
when working on waste canvas. 
By stitching less tautly, the 
waste canvas threads will be 
much easier to remove. 

Since the waste canvas 
fabric threads are held in place 
by starch, once the stitching 
has been completed, mist the 
canvas and begin removing 
the waste canvas threads one 
at a time. Trim the excess inter 
facing as close to the stitching 
as possible.
